Migrant farm laborers, the most 
underrepresented population in highez 
education, now can get specialized 
assistance at CSUS through the Col 
lege Assistance Migrant Program 
(CAMP) 

CAMP 1s designed to provide cit- 
ical financial, academic, and other 
support services to these students dur- 
ing their schooling at the university 
These other support services include 
tutoring, advising, and group and 
individual counseling. According to 
Juanita Martinez, director of CSUS 
CAMP, “Our services supplement the 
existing programs and services.” 

Martinez said that learning skills 
workshops are available and speakers 
will serve as role models and give 
motivational presentations. CAMP 
students display diverse academic in- 
tevests and are enrolled in many dif- 
ferent departments and schools of 
study at CSUS. They also seem to 
have a better retention rate than any 
other group on campus. Martinez also 
wrote the successful CAMP proposal 
through the Student Affirmative Ac- 
tion Program (SAAP) and said that 
the “primary mission of our program 
is to assist students in becoming accli- 
mated to the university system.” Fam- 
ily programs are also provided, all of 
which are presented bilingually, in 
Spanish and English 

SAAP received a $240,000 grant 
from the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion to provide intensive outreach and 
retention services to students coming 
from migrant families. This was one 
of only six CAMP grants to be 
awarded to college campuses nation- 
wide. This program has brought 154 
students to CSUS since the 1981-82 
school year, when the Cross Cultural 
Resource Center received its first 
CAMP grant. In 1984, limited federal 
funds resulted in the loss of funds for 
CAMP at CSUS. Since then, SAAP 
has operated the CSUS CAMP on a 
considerably smaller scale, assisting

“At the moment, we are fightung 
against the whole Western world,” 
said Susan Mnumzana, African Na 
tional Congress representative. “We 
pledge to fight until the last man. If we 
don’t win m our lifetime, then we'll 
win it for our children.” 

Mnumzana spoke before an audi 
ence of more than 100 at the CSUS 
University Theatre last Wednesday at 
noon and told of the continuing strug- 
gle against apartheid in South Africa 
She was very self-assured and very 
fervent as she spoke of the . ole of the 
ANC in the fight for a new, non- 
aparthe:d South Afnca 

The ANC was founded in 1912 
and had held to a policy of nor- 
violence until the government of South 
Africa outlawed the organization, 
along with other black political organ 
izations, in 1960 under the Suppres- 
sion of Communism Act. In 1976, 
after the Soweto uprisings, the ANC 
organized in Zambia. In the 1980s, its 

military wing, Umkhonio we Sizwe, 
reactivated a sabotage campaign

Mnumzana noted that while Con- 
gress agreed to suppcrt the sanctions 
against South Africa, it cautioned 
people that the ANC was not a good 
movement. “They are worned that, if 
apartheid goes, there will be a com- 
munist takeover 

“All this about ANC being com- 
munist. We are not apologizing for 
having communists in our ranks,” she 
said, and included in those ranks 
many blacks who have lost family

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$13 fee increase

A four-member committee which 
will make recommendations on how 
to spend money generated by the stu- 
dent fee increase was recently ap- 
pointed by the Associated Students, 
Inc. (ASI) 

The fee increase, which was passed 
by the student 
special election ‘ast spring and subse- 
quently upheld by CSUS President 
Donald Gerth, was approved Oct. 28 
by CSU Chancellor W. Ann Rey 
nolds 

The CSUS fee increase fund com- 
muttee will be comprised of Dean of 
Students Tim Comstock, ASI Senate 
AST Sen 
Dires

“(The fee increase is) an an abso- 
lute godsend for ASI and for the stu 
dents,” Comstock said. “Now there 
are a number of negotiations which 
wil] need to ensue with ASI, its 
groups and the athletics department.” 

Originally, $8 of the $13 increase 
were to be given to the athletics 


department, but earmarking funds 


was eventually determined to be ille- 
gal, according to Comstock and 
Samaniego 

“It's our (ASI's) money and we 
can spend it as we like,” Samaniego 





reasonably as possible.” 

“I don’t know what the final out- 
come will be, but political wisdom 
shows it will be close to that guide- 
line,” Comstock said 

“Financially, right now, (the fee 

increase) is good for ASI, but it’s sad 

it had to happen in that manner,” said 
Samaniego, who originally opposed 
the increase because of alleged fraud- 
ulence tn the election 

“I'm disappointed in the current 
CSU system. It's real evident that 
the judicial system doesn't work,” 
Samaniego said. “Now people like 
me have to live with it; we have to pay 
now, because a few students on the 
senate wanted it to happen.” Sama- 
neigo referred to complaints that the 
fee increase was “railroaded” through 
ASI with subsequent procedural vio- 
lations occurring at the election 

“We anucipated (the fee increase 
approval),” Albert Braden, president 
of Students Against Fraudulent Edu- 
cation (SAFE) said. “I’m sure Gerth 
wouldn't have (recommended) it if 
she (Reynolds) hadn't okayed it be- 
forehand.” 


SAFE, a group formed mainly in 
protest of the fee increase, is circulat- 
ing petitions calling for repeal of the 
increase intended for the fail 1986 
elections

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Professors believe reasoning is logical route to succ

The Center for the Reasoning Arts, responsible for the 
requirement of critical thinking at CSUS, is hoping to 
make educators aware of the need to begin teaching “rea- 
soning arts” as early as kindergarten 


Phe reasoning arts, or critical thinking, are defined as 
those skills involved in reasonably deciding what to 
believe and do. They include decision-making, problem- 
solving, logic, rationality and the practice of argument 

The Center for the Reasoning Arts, or “Center,” began 
at CSUS last year when Art Costa, professor of education, 
and Perry Weddle, professor of philosophy, both from 
CSUS, joined together to maintain the teaching of critical 
thinking at th= colleg: level and to implement its teaching 
into the K-12 level 


The need for critical thinking at the K-12 level became 
apparent after the California Assessment Program (CAP) 
did a test-item search in the United States and other 
English-speaking countries. It reviewed questions which 
were being asked on tesis given to eighth-graders and 
found that 99 percent of the questions were purely recall of 
facts. 


The CAP committee, made up of teachers, curriculum 
experts and representatives of minorities, also surveyed 
1,100 teachers on education and found they thought criti 
cal thinking is valuable. The committee decided 40 ; 
cent of all items on tests show!d involve critical thir

Weddle believes that teaching critical thinking at an 
early age will lead to a society that asks “Why?” It will also 
help people make better personal, consumer or life choices 
vy making them able to put reasoning to work. It “fine- 
tunes” a person to separate good and bad things by teach- 
ing how ‘o use and question the facts. 
Currently, the Center is based in Weddle’s office in the 
psychology building but is on its way to obtaining space in 
a house left to CSUS by Charles M. Goethe, a Sacramento 
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businessman who died in 1966. Although the Center is 
without needed space, it is able to put out a newsletter, 
“The CT News,” which informs CSU faculty of its pro- 
gress. The newsletter also reaches readers nationally and 
internationally. 

Most funding for the Center comes from the School of 
Arts and Sciences, but new methods of obtaining funds are 


being sought. Some other sources for funds are the State 
Lottery, various grants and income brought on by the 
Center itself, 


The Center is relying heavily on the expansion of the 
“CT News” audience for possible funding. If the circula- 
tion becomes large enough, the publication will be charged 
for and more funds could begin coming in. 

Phe Center is set on making aware the need for critical 
thinking to the community as well as the education system. 
This awareness will bridge the gap between CSUS and the 
larger Sommunity, according to Weddle. 


“It’s half education, half arts and sciences,” Weddle 
said. “There's in-service training sessions for teachers and 
administrators and a lot of demand from teachers. It’s a fad 
right now; we want it to stick.”

African troops attacked Namibia and 
Angola; there is a lot of white on 
white violence with right-wing death 
squads attacking whites in the sub- 
urbs; and blacks are hired and armed 
to wreak havoc in black communi- 
ties.

“Reagan did not learn from the holo- 
caust.” 

“We have the right to choose our 
friends,” she said. “The Soviet Union

we need. We are going to have our 
own version of freedom — even if it is 
different from Reagan's.”

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New State Work Study Program 


Legislation by state Senator Gary Hart, D-Santa Bai- 
bara, establishes the first State Work Study Program 
which is designed to link financial aid students to 
employment related to their field interests in both the 
private and public sector. $200,000 was included this year 
for start-up costs and pilot campuses will implement the 
new program in 1987-88. 


“Senate Bill 417 has been a top priority of CSU stu- 
dents for the last three years because the program could 
offer to students development of a substantive work his- 
tory, alleviate loan indebtednéss and can link local busi- 
ness and public institutions to the campus community,” 
Sherry Skelly, CSSA’s legislative director said. 

Under the California Work Study Program, private 
and non-profit employers would match funds to hire eligi- 
ble students. “Work Study exemplifies the ‘self-help’ 
approach to financial aid. This program presents a rare 
opportunity to benefit both students and potentia! empioy- 
ers through a partnership that helps students defray their 
educational costs, provide career exploration and job skill 
training and maximizes the effectiveness of taxpayer dol- 
lars in providing financial aid to needy students,” Senator 
Hart said 


The CSSA will be actively involved in the develop- 
ment of the Work Study Program at the beginning of next 
year. Sherry Skeily, CSSA iegislative director, will sit on 
the California Student Aid Commission’s advisory com- 
muttee on SB 417

Students are toning and contouring their bodies at the 
CSUS fieldhouse where two weight rooms are located 
one that contains free weights and another with Universal 
weight machines. The results depend on body structure 
and individual desires 

ihe puspose is io work within your own capabilities 
and achieve goals as the student sees them,” said Dr 
William Kutzer, a weightlifting instructor on campus 

Bodies naturally lend themseives to certain shapes, and 
this can create a problem. If a person with a slender 
(endodorph) type of body structure tries for “The Charles 
Atias Look,” no matter how intense the program, it won't 
work 

One person with a similar problem is student Bill 
Kieinecke, who tried a program of heavy lifting and run- 
ning. “I never really gained any weight, and I got sick all 
the time,” said Kleinecke. “it just wasn’t for me.” He 
switched to a little swimming and lighter weighis for 
toning. He said the weightlifting heips his golf game 

Some people have higher testosterone levels than others 
and their bodies respond more to weightiifung than others 
said Kuizer. “Bui,” he added, “they can do more repeu 
ions at a lower weight and still stay with the program if 
they only want to tone.” 

“I don’t want to look like a woman who wears tank 
tops and looks like she works out with weights,” said Sara 
Robles, who combines weightlifting with aerobics for 
overall body fitness 

Some people want strength and endurance 
adding inches, but not the Hornet football team 

We use weights for specific body parts,” said Jerry 
Haflich, strength coordinator of the tootball team. “It —_

The football team uses the free-weight room more 
because free weights allow for more variety. They also 
work the supporting muscles a little harder and are more 
suited for bodybuilding. 

Other athletes, including the track and field and base- 
bail teams, use weightlifting as part of their training pro- 
grams. The weight rooms are in use almost all day and the 
coaches generallv agree that the facilities are overcrowded 

The entire baseball team and several football players 
use private club facilities because there isn’t enough room 
in the fieidhouse 

This semester, Kutzer is running about 150 students 
through the weight rooms, and an estimated 90-100 ath- 
lees are also using them. But space isn’t the only problem 

li was set up to be a classroom,” K utzer said of the 
“It smelis bad because there’s almost no 
ventilation. It’s dirty —- filthy because the janitors don’t get 
out here enough. And. it’s unfortunate.” 

Women are inconvemenced since there is no one io 
supervise the women’s locker room at the fieldhouse and it 
isn’t used. The women who want to use the weight rooms 
either have to run across campus to ihe gym. or change in 
the bathrooms there 

Although students get a perfectiy good workout in the 
current weight rooms, it would solve the crowding prob- 
lem and help moraie if a new weight room were built at 
CSUS 

Athletic Director Tom Pucci said: “We'll need a con- 

ract with ASI and private funds, but te rything work: 
Out, 4 new weight room will be built by the fieldhouse.” 

So although his priorities include new bleachers at the 
softball and baseball fields 
around the football stadium, 4 new weight room is in the

For his first solo acoustic perfor- 
mance away from the Blasters, Phil 
Alvin piayed traditional American 
music standards to a large and enthu- 
siastic crowd of 225 at Spanky's.

Like Springsteen, Alvin also likes 
to give witly introductions to most of 
the songs he sings, but for the firsi half 
of Alvin's show, the introductions 
were completely indecipherable. Also, 
because it was an acoustic set, the 
pinging end popping of the pinball 
machines to the left of the stage was 
rather annoying and made it haraer to 
hear the music. 

Although Alvin is a decent guitar 
player and had a good song selection, 
the material occasionally became re-

his crooning vocal delivery wasn't 
varied enough.

creates... The only thing that matters 
#8 to give the musi¢ all of your person- 
ality you can get into it... You have to 
sing your life if you expect vour music 
to affect anybody else's.” 
Mahal’s introduction to music 
came early. His father was a noted 
West Indian pianist and jazz arranger 


His mother, a classical and American 


gospel music admirer, tried to steer 
Mahal in a “cultured” musical direc- 
tion. Mahal, however, had his own 
ideas. Often practicing boogie —-woo- 
gie instead of the classics, he became 
proficient at piano, guitar, bass, dul- 
cimer, banio, vibes and harmonica. 
During Mahal’s 20-year musical 
career, he has mastered reggae, funk, 
rock, bluegrass, folk, blues and soulful 
rhythm and blues. He has released 
more than 18 critically-acclaimed al-

English Beat, The Specials and Selec- 
ter reintroduced to England a musical 
genre know as “ska.” This music was 
fast, rhythmic, reggae-influenced 
dance music which seemed like it 
could have created a significant musi- 
cal trend 

Unfortunately, the major driving 
forces of ska, The English Beat and 
The Specials, broke up by 1982. After 
that, ska’s populanty in England rapid- 
ly declined without the genre ever 
really catching on at all in America 

Now, seven years after the rein- 
troduction of ska, Fishbone, Ameni- 
ca’s first significant ska band, is gain- 
ing populanty. If the band’s perfor- 
mance at the UC Davis Coffee House 

n Oct, 20 is any indication, the popu- 

larity of Fishbone and ska should con- 
tinue lo prosper 

Fishbone consists of six talented 
young black men who do everything 
that a good ska band should do: they 
dress goofy, have highly energetic 
personas on stage, and sing about silly 
subjects 

Even though the crowd for the 
7:30 show was small, it was loud and 
enthusiastic. Some of the crowd even 
slam-danced during the extremely 
fast numbers like “Lyin’ Ass. . .,” and 
“A Selection.” The slam-dance circle 
in front of the stage should not be 
confused with slam-dance circles at 
Dead Kennedy or GBH concerts 
There were no slammers with | l-inch 
wrist spikes, and the slamming was 
only people having fun and gently 
buraping into each other.

While Fishbone is primarily a ska 
band, other influences were notice- 
abie in the songs played. or example, 
“Give it Up” was reminiscent of an 
early 60s R & B hit. “Turn the Other 
Way,” with its brassy trumpet sec- 
tion, sounded like a reggae song, and 
“Simon Says’ the Kingpin” sounded 
punkish at times 

The only unsuccessful songs the 
band played that evening were two 
funk songs, “Knock It” and “When 
Problems Arise.” The songs were 
repetitive, the lyncs not as witty or 
interesting as the rest; the band seemed 
rather indifferent when playing them 
Although Fishbone is good at a wide 
range of styles, funk isn’t its forte 

For a band as popular as Fish- 
bone, Freeborn Hall would have been 
a better place for the concert. The 
coffee house is so small, they had to 
have two shows there instead of one 
at Freeborn Hall or the UC Davis Rec 
Hail. A small crowd and lousy acous- 
tics hardly make for an ideal concert 
environment. Also, if you needed to 
use the john, you had to get your hand 
stamped at the door, go to another 
building and walk past (gasp!) 
Aggies studying. Fishbone is rising in 
popularity, so it will most likely play 
Freeborn Hall next time around 

Opening the show was a Davis 
ska band called Affirmative Action. It 
was @ very competent group, and def- 
initely a group to watch for in the 
future 

Ska inay never gain massive popu- 
larity, but Fishbone is such a fun, uni-

But then again, that’s what I

Fishbone has two records out, the 
recently-reieased LP “Fishbone in 
Your Face,” and an EP entitled “Fish- 
bone.”

into the R.E.M.-Wire Train-Dump- 
truck genre but does so without being 
clone-like or derivative. In fact, this 
may be the first group to challenge 
R.E.M.’s hegemony in this musical 
genre. 

Not all on this album is great, but 
much is either very good or shows the 
promise of future acceptance by the 
unwashed masses. The songs “Mel- 
ody” and “A Million Things” cross 
the old Byrds with the old Flamin’ 
Groovies for a new concoction of 
harmonious tension. “Land and The 
Life,” “View From The Outside” and
